Baton Rouge, La., May 2,—The 
warehouse operated by a sovereign 
state through one of its boards of ad- 
ministration will. be known wherever 
cotton is known; and its receipts will 
be current throughout the financial 
world.”

words President W._ B. 
of the New Orleans cotton 
‘in an’ address before the 
Leuisiana State Bankers’ Association 
here today, indorsed ‘the public-owned 
warehouse as the solution of the pres- 
ent defective system of handling the 
south'’s great cotton crop. 

“If we can store cotton in such ware- 
house at a comparatively insignificant 
expense to the owner,” said Mr. 
Thompson, “and can furnish him with 
a receipt of unuestioned and widely 
approved character, and if we can sup- 
ply the shipper from such warehouse 
with a lading document of unquestion- 
ed authenticity and sterling value, 
our market will combine the availing 
virtues of economy and prodbity, and 
will answer the demands of the ex- 
porter, the banker and the ‘producer 
at” once. | 

‘These things can-be done by proper 
effort supported by determined pur- 
pose, and when accomplished will es- 
tablish conditions which will auto- 
matically bring supplies, buyers and 
money to our market, increase the 
value of cotton to the producer there- 
of, add to our own importance and 
prosperity, and, finally will liberate 
economic forces which will make New 
Orleans, and not Liverpool, the con- 
centrating and distributing market of 
the world.” P 


would vite Competition. 
Mr. Thompgon said the presence of 4 
great free stock of cotton at an Ameri- 
can port would invite competition in 
ocean carriage, cause a reduction in 
rate, and by” these means, overthrow 
the injurious monopely of the great 
Liverpool business. 

Mr. Thompson referred to the fact 
that Louisiana recently adopted a con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing the 
New Orleans dock board to build and 
operate public cotton warehouses. 
Through these warehouses which are 
exempt from taxation, with no stock- 
holders to receive profits, ang the gen- 
eral retrenchment made possible 
through public ownership, he predict- 
ed that the charges hitherto imposed 
upon cotton in thé course of market- 
ing would be reduced by more than 
one-half. 

A Necessary Step. 

Continuing, Mr. Thompson said: 

“If we desire to establish great hold- 
ing and distributing centers at the 
ports of the southern states in the 
place of those established in foreign 
ports; if, by the concentration of de- 
mand and the regulation of the vol- 
ume of supply, we would raise the 
level of prices at which the farmer 
would sell his entire crop; if we wish 
to transform these hoped-for southern 
distributing markets from financial de- 
pendencies into independent money 
centers, we must direct our attention 
and effort toward some coustructive 
movement, by means of which condi- 
tions will be created at such_ ports 
vhich will enable the owner of cotton 
to carry it at the minimum of expense 
and to secure thereon such documents 
of ownership as will invite iqans at 
the minimum rate of interest. 

“Such a consummation would in turn 
bring large shipments of cotton to such 
market, qnd attract buyers thither for 
supplies; would bring money and busi- 
ness to the banks and would hasten the 
great day when the south would have 
direct exchange connections with Eu- 
rope and not be dependent upon the 
tyranny or the exigencies of interme- 
daries.”’

New York, May 2.—Chariles H. Hyde 
will resign as city chamberlain at 
once. Under indictment and under the 
fire of practically every newspaper in 
New York, he announced tonight that, 
although he is the victim of “one of 
the most wicked conspiracies of the 
history of the city,” he will relinquish 
his position in order not to embarrass 
the Gaynor administration. He has 
been -the miyor’s protege for years. 


Hyde Pieads Not Guilty. 
Indicted secretly yesterday on two 


with taking an unlawful fee, Hyde 
pleaded not guilty in the criminal 
branch of the supreme court this aft- 
ernoon, with permission to change or 
withdraw the plea up to May 16, and 
was released under $7,500 bail, while 
the grand jury resumed its investiga- 
ti of the Carnegie Trust flasco th 
oO. .

Postmaster -General Hitchcock has 
been requested to appear before the 
house committee investigating abuses 
in the civil service at 10 o’clock tomor- 
rew morning! or to send a spokesman 
who is competent to explain the atti- 
tude of the department in refusing to 
allow railway mail clerks to affiliate 
with the American Federation of 
Labor. 

The hearing tomorrow will be upon 
the bill of Representative Lloyd, of 
Missouri, which provideg that govern- 
ment employees under the classified 
civil service shall not be removed ex- 
cept upon notice and time being af- 
forded to answer specific charges in 
writing, and providing further that 
membership in™any association having 
for Its purpose the improvement of the 
conditions of labor shall not cause re- 
moval from the service. 

President Samuel Gompers and Sec- 
retary Frank Morrison, of the Amer!i- 
can Federation of Labor, will be pres- 
ent at the meeting. 

It ig understood that the officials 
of the postoffice department will in- 
sist that to permit thé railway mail 
clerks to affillate with. the American 
Federation of Labor would make them 
subject to being called out on sympa- 
thetic strikes, and place the postal 
service of the country at the mercy 
of the leaders of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

The hearing tomorrow will be an 
interesting one, and while Postmaster 
General Hitchcock is the first to be 
called upon to testify, it is expected 
that during the course of the investi- 
gation all nine cabinet officers will 
be asked to appear before the com- 
mittee to testify concerning the con- 
dition of civil service employees in 
their particular departments.

cept their testimony. Yesterday other 
immunity baths were headed off when 
an investigation by a legislative com- 
mittee, was deferred until after the 
grand jury finishes its work. 

Governor Harmon a Witness. 

Throughout the day, the grand jury 
was in; session, and among its wit- 
nesses besides detectives -who  dis- 
closeq the alleged corruption, was 
Governor Harmon and Judge W. Z. 
Blair, of Portsmouth, who conducted 
the recent campaign which resulted 
in the disfranchisement of 1,800 voters 
in Adams county for election frauds. A 
bill.is pending in the assembly to leg- 
islate Blair out of his. present judicial 
district and out of a place on the 
bench. Rumors have been current of 
wrong doing in connection with the 
measure. 

The house calendar committee, 0 
which Dr. George B. Nye, one of the 
early central figures in the reported 
bribery disclosures was an active mem- 
ber, practically went out of existence 
today. 

Only One Man Stuck. 

The republican and democratic 
floor leaders first declared they would 
resign from the committee unless Dr. 
Nye and one other quit at once. ,The 
two threatened members declined; but 
later, all of the seven members, save 
Dr. Nye, turned in their resignations 
to the house. 

Representative Greeves introduced a 
bill to make it mandatory upon judges 
to give legislators convicted of bribery, 
a penitentiary sentence. Under pre- 
sent statutes they can be let off with 
fines,

Unanimous Action Taken at 


Nashville Conven- 


tion. 


Nashville, May °.—With every mem- 
ber in the city attending, the execu- 
tive council of the American Bankers’ 
Association this afternoon unanimous- 
ly adopted a_ resolution offered by 
Frank O. Watts, of this city, presi- 
dent of the association, approving the 
report of the currency commission of 
the executive council. 

This resolution followed two sets 
of resolutions from the trust company 
section and the savings bank section 
and the report which was indorsed is 
in most respects identical with the 
Plan suggested by Senator Nelson we 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island. regarding 
monetary legislation. Every member 
voted to adopt the resolution approv- 
ing the currency report and the vot- 
ing strength was 90 per cent of the 
entire quota of the council. 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas important legislation is 
pending before the people of the coun- 
try affecting more or less widely the 
interests of trust companies, which 
may from time to time require prompt 
attention, 

“Resolv ed, that the president of this 
section be authorized to appoint a 
comm€tee of five to consider recom- 
mendations for pending legislation 
touching . upon or likely to affect 
the interest of trust companies, 
and with further authority to make 
recommendations thereon.” 

This action, it is understood, takes 
matters of legislation for the § trust 
companies out’the hands of the bank- 
ers’ association. e 

The committee appointed consists of 
Oliver C. Fuller, Wisconsin; Lawrence 
L. Gillespie, New York; F. H. Fries, 
North Carolina; R. H. Cutler, Connec- 
ticut; F. H. Goff, Ohio. 

The executive council met in se- 
cret session today considering the re- 
ports from yesterday’s sectional meet- 
ings. Selection of a meeting place 
for the bankers’ association will prob- 
ably occur tomorrow. Boston may De 
asked to extend an  imvitation, in 
which event Detroit will. will bid for 
1912.

Rebels’ Much Annoyed by 
Delay, but Will Extend the 
Armistice---Peace Meetings to 
Be Held in Tent---Rebels to 
Insist on Retirement of Diaz. 
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Mexico City, May 2.— Announcement 
Was made tonight that the armistice 
had been extended for five days more. 
It is insisted that Judge Carabajal has 
full power to act for the government 
in the peace negotiations and that the 
doubts expressed by Madero are with- 
out basis. ‘ 


El Paso, Texas, May 
Carabajal, 
commissioner, arrived here tonight, 
surprising everybody connected with 
the negotiations, as he had not been 
ordered for at least twenty-four hours 
more. He immediately went into con- 
ference with Oscar Braniff, Esquibal 
Obrojon and Rafael Hernandez, who 
have been acting as go-betweens. in 
the negotiations thus far: 

At the conclusion of the conference 
Senor Braniff said that Judge Cara- 
bajal has brought “full and necessary 
powers” for treating with the rebel 
commissioners and that no hitch 
would occur on that score. ~ 

Negotiations Begin Today 

It was stated that the formal ne- 
gotiations would be taken up tomor- 
row in a tent to be erected in a wil- 
low grove on the Mexican side of the 
Rio Grande, half way between Juarez 
and the insurrecto camp. ’ 

Judge Carabajal will act alone, 
while Dr. Vasquez Gomez will repre- 
sent the provisional government ad- 
vised by Don Francisco Madero, Sr, 
and Senor Pino Suarez, a lawyer and 
provisional governor of Yucatan. 

Restlessness and impatience were 
written in the faces of the rebel lead- 
ers today because of the dilatoriness 
of the negotiations. General Madero, 
however, was inclined to take into 
consideration the difficulties of travel 
from M =<xico northward. 

“We shall prolong the armistice,” 
he said, “because we wish to be as 
reasonable as possible. We do not 
want to be accused of having seized 
on any pretext to break off the ar- 
mistice. We wish to show our ear- 
nestness and sincerity.”’ 

Diaz Must Get Out. 

The actual basis for peace which the 
rebel commissioners will submit in 
the conference with the federal en- 
voys is being. written tonight by Dr. 
Vasquez Gomez, head of the insur- 
recto commission. There is good 
ground for belief tonight that the 
questions of the resignation of Pres- 
ident Diaz and Vice President Corral 
are taken up in it. Some pertinent 
questions such as the exact time of 
the president’s retirement are said to 
be contained in the document as pre- 
requisites to a complete rehabilitation 
of the government. . 

Continuous Fighting Reported. 

Nogales, Ariz., May 2.—Whatever 
the prospects of Mexican peace are 
at Juarez and Chihuahua, there are no 
peacefu! signs along the western coast 
of Mexico. News that dribbled into 
Nogales today from ‘various parts of 
Sinaloa and Sonora tell of almost con- 
tinuous fighting in those. states. 

Not only is the political welfare of 
the Mexican states affected, but Amer- 
ican interests are said to be in dan- 
ger. Even the lives of Americans, 
hitherto held sacred by federals and 
rebels, are no longer safe in the in- 
terior of Mexico, it is reported. 

Railroad officers who reached No- 
gales from Mexico today brought 
warning from the rebels to remove all 
their families as quickly as possible 
into the United States and to advise 
all their American friends to do like- 
wise. 

Jack Mosby Badly Wounded. 

Tecate, Lower California, May 
“Jack” Mosby is badly wounded in the 
camp of the rebels here; two other 
members of his band are slightly 
wounded, and two Mexican federal sol- 
diers are dead as the yesult of an un- 
expected meeting of skirmish parties 
10 miles southwest of Tecate late yes- 
terday. 

Mosby. was in advance of his men 
and was ‘shot from ambush. He fell 
from his horse, but continued to direct 
his men. Mosby is son of the fa- 
mous confederate offfcer, Colonel John 
S. Mosby. 

American and Wife Murdered. 

Douglas, Ariz., May 2.—~Refugee 
American mining men who reached 
Douglas today from Mexico report 
widespread pillage in the state of So- 
nora from Nacozara south, and the 
killing of two Americans at Santa 
Nina mine, southwest,of Ures. 

A band of thirty dutlaws appeared 
in Santa Nina camp, where J. Clark 
was employed as watchman. Clark was 
absent. His wife tried to defend the 
camp with a shotgun, but was wound- 
ead. The outlaws hid in the house 
while the woman bathed her wounds. 

When her husband appeured he was 
riddled with bullets. His wife was 
then murdered. The Clarks’ former 
home is not known here.

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CONGRESS OF MOTHERS 
DENOUNCES POLYGAMY 


Washington, May 2.—Declaring that 
wherever the Mormon organization 
controls the church is in undisputei 
possession of all political power, con- 
trary to the constitution of the United 
States, the National Congress of Moth- 
ers, just before the close of its fif- 
teenth annual session here tonight 
adopted resolutions urging congress to 
enact the necessary legisiation to 
“wash out the foul stain of polygamy” 
and destroy the power of this institu- 
tion, recommending an amendment to 
the constitution giving the federal 
government jurisdiction over the crime 
of polygamy, and protesting against 
the acceptance by the battleship Utah 
of the silver service bearing the repre- 
sentation of Brigham Young. 

Other resolutions adopted urged the 
passage of laws prohibiting the inter- 
marriage of feeble-minded and degen- 
erate persons, denounces the use of 
soothing syrups and “medicated soft 
drinks,” thang President Taft for his 
fight against the ‘‘white slave traffic,” 
and deprecating the publication of 
anything that is a menace to public 
morals, particular reference being 
made to the s0-called “‘comic supple- 
ment.”’ 

The congress meets next year in 
Texas and it is probable that Dallas 
will be chosen ag the city.

Only yesterday he announced the 
unanimous opinion in the Grimaud 
case, involving the validity of indict- 
ments of pasturing sheep on, forest 
reserves with the permission of the 
federal government. A year ago the 
court divided on the case, four to four 
A rehearing resulted in the Georgia 
justice’s writing an opinion in which 
the entire court agreed. 


POSTAL EXPRESS BILL 
CHANGED BY HOWARD 


Washington, May 2.—(Special.)— 
Representative Howard has introduced 
a substitute for his postal express 
bill, confining its provisions to mer- 
chandise or postal packages of the 
fourth class. 

Under the working of this new plan 
Mr. Howard believes the government 
will be able to make the postoffice 
more than self-supporting, and force 
the éxpress companies to greatly re- 
duce their present excessive charges 
On small packages. 

The parcels post is limited to a 
circle of fifty miles from the point of 
origin of packages. This is expected 
to méet all the objections of the 
country merchants.

Found Near Place Where 
Strangers Were Seen. 


Issues Statement in Which He 
Intimates That Political Ene- 
mies Have Plan on Foot to 
Dynamite Hs Premises---Re- 
ceived Letter From Atlanta. 


Thomson, ‘Ga., May 2.—(S8pecial.)— 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson today issued 
the following statement: 

“On Monday Jacob Winn found three 
small sticks of dynamite on my place 
near where he saw two well dressed 
strangers in February. The explosive 
was wrapped in a piece of paper, torn 
from a copy of The Baltimore Sun. Mr. 
Winn went into the swamp to set a 
trap for mink and happened to see the 
package, which had been shoved almost 
out of sight ina hollow stump. .The fire 
which swept the woods and the broom 
sedges of my place in February had 
burned this stump inside and out. It 
is black from this recent experience, 
just as other stumps of the swamp 
are. 

“This fire came along three or four 
days previous to the coming of those 
two strange men. The dynamite was 
put into the stump after the fire. Two 
facts prove this: 

“First, the fire in the stump would 
have consumed the paper and exploded 
the dynamite. 

“Second, the two reed canes which 
had been cut and stuck in the ground 
in front of the stump were not even 
scorched. The reeds were used to mark 
the spot so that the dynamite could 
be easily located again bySthe man or 
men who placed it there. 

“No dynamite has ever been used on 
my place. None has been used by ad- 
jacent landowners. That infernal stuff 
was brought here, not long ago, and 
for a purpose which could not have 
been lawful. 


“An expert informs that a piece off 


dynamite that size can be shot with 
precision to a distance of 250 feet out 
of a simple wooden contrivance oper- 
ated by a rubber band. While in Filor- 
ida I was told of a negro who became 
so accurate in throwing dynamite with 
his hand that he could kill sharks in 
that way as they swam near the sur- 
face some distance away. One day he 
held the fuse too bong and there was 
a badly-scattered nigger. In fact, my 
informant said that they never could 
find enough of him to give the other 
negroes an excuse for enjoying them- 
selves at his funeral. 
Received Letter From Men. 

“You may be interésted tolearn that 
immedjately after the publication of 
my account of the movements of the 
strange men on my premises, one of 
them wrote to me from Atlanta. He 
declared that two other men were with 
him while he was here and that they 
had nothing against me but needed the 
money. 

“The sentence which convinced me 
that the writer was one of the near- 
assasins was this: - 

“*You were right in saying that 
something good stopped you as you 
walked down back of your home.’ My 
published article did not disclose the 
fact that I started from the back of 
my house, nor could any one learn 
from my article that I was walking 
down hill. To know those facts the 
man had to be here at the time and 
see me, 

“The letter indicates remorse and a 
change of heart. There was no effort 
to get money or to induce me to do 
anything. He appeared to have no 
other motive in writing than to re- 
lieve me of any further apprehensions, 
declaring’ that the two men that sent 
him and his pals here had not come 
across with the money. ' 

Politicians After His Life. 

“He evidently knew the couple of 
desperate politiclans whom I suspect 
of this dastardly attempt on my life, 
and he strove to direct me in the oppo- 
site direction, The reason why he did 
so is sufficiently apparent. 

“My friends kept this letter from me 
On

“In this second letter he states that 
he had to walk almost all the way 
back to Atlanta.

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BISHOP REESE GIVES 
ADVICE TO MEMBERS 


In Address at the First Af- 
rican Baptist Church 
at Savannah.

Bring to a boil one-half pint of milk, 
and pour a little of it upon a mixture 
of two egg yolks and one and one- 
half ounces of sugar, whipping it well, 
then add the rest of the milk and one 
cupful of very strong Mocha coffee. 
Put it on the fire and stir constantly 
until it boils. Remove it and stir un- 
til it is half cool, then strain and add 
six ounces of fresh butter In small 
pieces. Beat until well melted and 
mixed in. Fill the centers of the little 
cakes with this and on top cover with 
whipped cream. Decorate with a row 
of browneg almonds around the top 
and candied cherry in the center. If 
desired the cakes can be iced all 
around the sides with a good icing in 
which chopped nuts nave been added.

ORANGE LOAF.—Mix one-half cupful 
of butter with one cupful of sugar; 
then add two well-beaten eggs and one- 
half cupful of milk. Into two cup- 
fuls of sifted flour stir two scant 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Grate 
the yellow rind of an orange and stir 
through the cake. Bake in two square 
pans. Stir powdered sugar into the 
juice squeezed from the orange until 
quite thick, and spread it between. the 
cakes when cool and fill the top of 
the cake with sections of orange over- 
lapping each other. Chopped almonds 
may also be sprinkled aroung the 
orange if. desired. 


LOBSTER LOAVES.—Buy as many 
French rolls as you have guests, cut 
oblong sections from the top of them 
and carefully remove all the soft in- 
terior without breaking the outer 
crust. Open a fresh-boiled lobster, or 
if that is not available, use canned: 
cut it up in very small pieces and mix 
with it some finely-chopped celery and 
mayonnaise. Fill the cavities of the 
rolls with this mixture and then re- 
place the covers. To serve with a gar- 
nish of lettuce leaves and small cucum- 
ber pickles would be appetizing.

All the way from Enschede, Holland, 
a letter has come to the Associated 
Charities inquiring for the « where- 
abouts of the former wife and _ the 
children of John Stone, a poor unfor- 
tunate whom the association cared for 
during the last days of his life.

The entomologist believes that the 
best way to fight the weevil is to pre- 
pare for its arrival, and give it warm 
reception, and he intends, therefore, to 
do all in his power to instruct the

One method which he will adopt is 
to place exhibits in each county show- 
ing the ravages of the boll weevil and 
the various stages of its development, 
with printed information concerning it.

Governor Brown yesterday restored : 


With the help of his billy goat, the boy 
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Dr. H. Rossignol, pative of Augusta, 
a surgeon in the confederate army 
during the war between the states, 
who died Tuesday evening at the home 
of his son-in-law, Captain E. J. Setze,a 
widely-known member of the Atlanta 
fire depa¥tment, had an almost sensa- 
tlonal experience during the trying 
days of the earily sixties. 

“I have heard the doctor talk of his 


lexperiences on the battlefield, in field. 


hospitals and at military posts,’”’ re- 
marked Captain Setze yesterday. “The 
doctor went to the front immediately 
afier the opening of hostilities, re- 
mained in service until Johnston’s 
army wes disbanded, and during that 
time he amputated many a limb for 
some poor devil. His work was not 
confined to wounded confederate so}- 
diers alone, for in the field -hospitals 
scores of union soldiers were treated 
by confederate surgeons. After the 
southern troops had fallen back from 
Chattanooga and that’ place’ was in- 
vested by the yankees, there were hos- 
pitals in that town crowded with 
wounded conflederates. The yankee 
Surgeons had about as much as they 
could do to attend to their ewn wound- 
ed, ahd by agreement surgeons from 
the south were sent into Chattanooga 
to care for the wounded who had been 
fighting under the stars and bars. 

“Dr. Rossignol was one of the south- 
ern surgeons detailed to iook fpfter 
his fellow soldiers in the Tennessee 
town. The hospital was crowded and 
it was none too well equipped, I have 
heard him say time and time again. 
The surgeons lived in the hosptaly 
where they worked. The one to which 
Dr. Rossignol was attached was crowd- 
ed and illy-furnished. There was but 
one table in the building and that was 
in the operating room. It was in that 
room the doctor and his associates 
lived. In that room they ate. slept 
and worked. He has often told us 
that after using the table all night 
as a bed he would remove his bedding 
and then eat his breakfast on it. As 
soon as the mea@i was over a wounded 
man would be brought in and placed on 
the table which had.served for a bed 
the night before and for a breakfast 
table that morning. Then the sur- 
geons would file ther saws sharp and 
whet their knives to a keen edge and 
commence smputating. Operations 
would go of until dinner and then the 
table would be converted to its early 
morning use. Many men died on that 
table, the doctor said, while a limb 
was being amputated, but that didn’t 
make apy difference with those sur- 
geons. They had gotten used to it.” 

“I feel sure,” said Captain Setze, 
“That had the doctor selected fhe time 
for his death it would have come just 
as it did, though probably he might 
have preferred to have died on Memo- 
rial day.”

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FIGHT TO KEEP 


ORT MPREROUN 


Chamber of Commerce 
to Get Back of It. 


No Definite 
Yet From War Department, 
but it Is Said in Washington 
There Is No Intention of 
Abandoning Fort McPherson. 


If it becomes evident that the war 
department contemplates the abandon- 
ment of Fort McPherson as an army 
post, the Atlanta Chamber of 
merce and the citizens of Atlanta gen- 
erally will bring every possible influ- 
ence to bear to convince the govern- 
ment that such a change would be un- 
wise. 

Furthermore, if the government, 
pursuance of a@ policy of concentrating 
the scattered ‘smaller posts into larger 
brigade posts, should decide to estab- 
lish a brigade post in this section, 
every effort will be made to induce the 
war department to locate such a post 
at Fort McPherson. 

Following the publication in 
Constitution ‘ruesday morning that, 
according to Adjutant General Scott, 
of the National Guard, the loss of Fort 
McPherson is among the possibilities, 
Frederic J. Faxon, president, and Wal- 
ter G. Cooper, secretary, of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, stated emphatically 
that no stone will be left unturned to 
prevent the removal of the post. 

Chamber to Take It Up. 

Secretary Cooper stated that a meet- 
ing of the board of directors will be 
held Wednesday afternoon to consider 
other matters, and at that meeting the 
question of the fort will be brought 
up and discussed and a committee will 
probably be appointed to find out just 
exactly what the intention of the gov- 
ernment is in this important partic- 
ular. 

It should be understood that there 
has been no announcement from the 
war department concerning Fort Mc- 
Pherson. The question of its possible 
removal arises exclusively from the 
consideration of the government’s evi- 
dent policy of concentrating the troops 
in larger bodies at convenient points, 
and the establishment of brigade posts 
and manguver grounds where a brig- 
ade of t regiments may be sta- 
tioned instead of only one regiment, 
as is the case at Fort McPherson. 

_ It follows, obviously, that if this pol- 
icy is carried out it will undoubtedly 
mean that either brigade post would 
be established at the fort here or else 
the troops would. be moved to some 


location in this section, where a brig- 
ade post is established.

The government has investigaited both 
propositions, but no action has been 
taken. 

Since it is improbable that the gov- 
ernment will establish two of these 
larger posts in such close proximity to 
each other, the question has arisen 
here: 

If a brigade post is to be estab- 
lished in this section, and if it will in- 
volve a possibilty of Fort M¢Pherson 
beng abandoned, why not make an 
effort to have the war department lo- 
cate the post at Fort McPhersdn? 


No Definite Plan. 


It was stated at the department of 
the gulf Tuesday that nothing is 
known of the plans of the government 
regarding Fort McPherson or the es- 
tablishment of a brigade post in this 
section. 

“No definite policy has been!|outlined 
by the war department,” said an at- 
tache of the department, “but, reading 
between the lines it can be seen that 
the concentration of the army into 
larger bodies, where they can|be more 
efficiently and economically trained is 
the. object at which the war! depart- 
ment is striving, and this cam be ac- 
complished by establishing brigade 
posts where more than one regiment 
can be stationed.” 


Denied in Washington, 


The following dispatch has been re- 
ceived from Washington regarfiing the 
abandonment of the fort: 

“Washington, May 2.—A misconcep- 
tion of the purpose of the war depart- 
ment in investigating the (|military 
availability of certain lands near Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., was the explanation 
today of a reported assumption in At- 
lanta, Ga., that Fort McPherson was to 
be abandoned as a military post. Asa 
matter of fact, the war department 
does not contemplate closing that im- 
portant post, nor any post lofated in 
the vicinity of large and important 
railway centers. 

“The department has been trying to 
secure an area suitable for maneuvers 
on a large scale in Tennessee. Citi- 
zens of Chattanooga have opened some 
land and one large tract of 5,000 acres 
has been offered as a gift to the United 
States, located in the Tennessee high- 
lands. No permanent structures will 
be erected on these grounds.

‘ginners could do away with one-half 
the difficulty of learning to run an in- 
cubator if they would, if possible, set 
one or more hens at the time they first 
Then from day 


Could take ga half dozen of the eggs 
“from under the hens and test at the 
Same time they do those from the in- 
cubator, and in that way easily keep 
the air cell the proper size and learn 


just what size it ought to %e. which 


would be of incalculable benefit’ to 
them in future hatches. 


The diagrams of the proper sized air 
celis in most instruction books sent 
out with incubators are good, but they 
are nevertheless confusing to a be- 
ginner, as it is altogether a different 
matter to tell just what the size of, it 
should be from a picture or diagram 
and from an egg taken from under a 
hen. If it is impossible to set a hen 

t the same time you do your incu- 

ators, you will have to follow’ the 
diagrams, and will probably get good 
results that way, but [ believe that 
beginners in artificial incubation, if 
they would get good results from the 
first attempt and experience for fu- 
ture work, would do well to set one 
hen or more when they first’ start 
their machine. I say one or more 
hens, as it is possible that if you set 
only one she may be a poor setter, 
eX- 
perience, but it is usually easy to see 
whetber a hen is a good or poor set- 
ter m her actions. 

It.is a comparatively easy thing to 
keep an equal temperature in a good 
incubator, as ali good incubators have 
good regulators, and there /are) set 
rules as to the proper degr¢e-ef heat 
to be maintained throug t the 
hatch, but moisture and ventilation are 
still something of a“Dbugbear, espe- 
cially to one unused to using anything 
other than hens to hatch eggs’ with, 
and it depends largely on your judg- 
ment whether you have the proper 
amount of both. 

By keeping the air cell just the 
riod of incubation, it will be unneces- 
sary to use any applied moisture ex- 
cept in rare cases. 

After the chickens are out the trou- 
ble begins. Have a good brooder at 
least with one-third larger capacity 
‘than the incubator, for those chicks 
are goihg to grow and must have room. 
If you bought a lamp brooder, when 
the chicks begin to hatch have the 
brooder at about 85 degrees, with 
plenty of air, and when the little 
chicks are about thirty-six hours old 
take them out of ‘the incubator and 
put them in the brooder. Give them 
Water and sand and you will soon see 
a lively lot. 

For the first week feed 
hard-boiled eggs and stale bread 
crumbs chopped fine and then you 
may begin to feed thém chick food, 
cracked grain, seeds, etc. Give them 
plenty of room and exercise and see 
that everything is to their advantage. 
At the end of three weeks they will 
be ready to turn out of the brooder 
to make room for another hatch. 

“Double mating” is the system of 
using two yards, for, producing 

ullets and the other cockerels. For 
nstance, the puilets of the first vard 
may he superior show birds and the 
cockerels not so desirable, and vice 
ver with the second.
